At 7 o'clock this morning a rescuing 
party numbering forty persons entered 
at the main entrance, but had reached 
a distance of 3000 feet when they en- 
countered such quantities of white

VAN SANT’S GRIT. 


Will Use His Own Fortune to Carry 
On the Piast thy 


PAUL. Nov. M4—The Pioncer 
Press tomorrow will say that Gov. Van 
Sant has determined to fight the great 
rallway combine, as represented by the 
Northern Securities Company, to the 
last ditch. He has decided to call an 
extra session of the Legislature for the 
purpose of providing funds for the legal 
battle, and says that should the Legis- 
lature fail to appropriate the amount 
asked, he will use his own private for- 
tune to carry on the contest. 

While he declines to make public his 
plans for prosecuting the fight. the 
Governor does not deny that he has de- 
cided upon an extra session. This de- 
cision was reached after a protracted 
conference with the heads of the vari- 
ous departments, and the chairman of 
the House CéMmittee on Appropria- 
tions. One hundred thousand dollars 
will be asked for to cover the expenses 
of hiring counsel to assist the Attor- 
ney-Genera!, and for other emergencies. 
Beyond appropriating the money. the 
Governor does not believe that the Leg- 
islature can aid him materially. 

The anti-trust and anti-consolidation 
laws now upon the statute books of this 
State are looked upon as embodying 
the limit of legislative powers, and the 
fight will be made in the courts,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 244.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In the opening pages of his 
report, Hon. W. A. Jones, Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, has some in- 
teresting observations to make on the 
general status of the Indian. “In the 
last annual report,” he says, “some at- 
tention was given to the obstacles in 
the way of the Indian toward inde- 
and self-support, and three 


was an effectual 
ilization: that the periodical distribu- 
tion of large sums of money was de- 
moralizing in the extreme, and that 
the general leasing of allotments in- 
stead of benefiting the Indians, as 
originally intended, only contributed to 
their demoralization. 
“Further observation and reflection 
jeads to the unwelcome conviction that 
another obstacle may be added to these 
already named, and that is education. 
It is to be distinctly uhderstood that 
it is not meant by this to condemn edu- 
cation in the abetract—far from it; its 
advantages are too many and too ap- 
nt to need any demonstration here. 
either is it meant as a criticism upon 
the conduct or management of any 
particular school or schools now in 
operation. What is meant is that the 
present Indian educational system, 
taken as a whole, is not calculated to 
produce the results so earnestly 
claimed for it and so hopefully antici- 
pated when it was begun. 
“No doubt this idea will be received 
with some surprise, and ex s of 
dissent will doubtless spring at once 
to the lips of many of those 
or interested in Indian* work. Never- 
theless, a briew view of the plan in 
it is believed, convince the

“There are in operation at the pres- 
ent time 113 boarding schools, with 


an average - attendance of something 
over 16,000 pupils, ranking from 6 to 
21 years old. 


These pupils are gathered from the 


cabin, the wickiup and the tepee. 
by partly by 
by fraud; partly ag 
partiy by force, they are induced to 
leave their their kindred to 
enter these schools and take upon 


themselves the outward semblance of 
civilized life. They are chosen not on 
account of any particular merit of 
their own, not by reason of mental fit- 
ness, but solely because they have In- 
dian blood in their veins.

“On the other hand, it is said that 
the stream of returning pupils carries 
with it the refining influence of the 
schools and operates to elevate the peo- 
ple. Doubtless this is true of indivi- 
dual cases, and it may have some faint 
influence on the tribes. But will it ever 
sufficiently leaven the entire mass? It 
is doubtful. It may be possible in time 
to purify a fountain by cleansing its 
turbid waters as they pour forth and 
then returning them to their original 
gpource. But experience is against it.

“But whatever the condition of the 
Indian may be, he should be removed 
from a state of dependence to one of 
independence. And the only way to do 
this is to take away those things that 
encourage him to lead an idle life, and, 
qtr giving him a fair start, leave him 
to e care of himeelf. To that it 
must come in the end, and the sooner 
steps are taken to bring it about the 
better. That there will be many fail- 
ures and much suffering is inevitable 
in the vefy nature of things, for it is 
only by sacrifice and suffering that the 
heights of civilization are reached. 

CUTTING OFF RATIONS. 

“In pursuance of the policy of the 
department to cut off rations from all 
Indians except those who ere incapaci- 
tated in some way from earning a sup- 

this office issued an order in June 
last to the six great Sioux agencies di- 
recting the agents to erase from the 
ration rolls all Indians who had be- 
come se!f-supporting, and had there- 
fore co:uplied with the Black Hills 
treaty of 1877. And, further, to issue 
rations to other Indians only in accord 
with their actual needs and to inaugu- 
rate, wherever it is possible, the policy 
of giving rations only in return for 
labor performed, either for themselves 
or for the benefit of the tribe. 

“While a sufficient lapse of time has 
not taken place to determine the great 
benefit this action will have on the in- 
dustrial and educational progress of 
these Indians, the results obtained so 
far has been very gratifying, as well 
as surprising. At one agency &70 per- 
sons were declared entirely self-sup- 
porting and were dropped from the ra- 
tion rolls; at another, 400; at another, 
300. Of course a large number of these 
were “squaw men’ and their families. 
Some were not only self-supporting, 
but able to live in comparative af- 
fluence; some grown wealthy 
through the ration system. At first the 
order caused considerable. dissatisfar- 
tion among those it affected, as natur- 
ally it would, but it was well received 
by the majority of the Indians. It 
would seem rather a sad commentary 
on the ration system to see Indians 
driving into the agency regularly in 
buggies and carriages to receive a gra- 
tuitous distribution of supplies from 
an indulgent government ‘to keep them 
from starving.’ 

“Since the issuance of the above or- 
der to the Sioux a somewhat similar 


vorder has been issued to other ra- 


tion agencies. agencies receive 
rations under a somewhat different ar- 
rangement, as in almost every instance 
the ration is a gratuity, and not stipu- 
lated by any treaty, as in the case of 
the Sioux. Here the order has been 
better received and the result has been 
equally surprising. 


On one reservation quite a number of 
those erased from the ration rolls be- 
came earnest advocates for this policy, 
and were very much elated when an- 
other hame would fall from the rolis.

A GOVERNMENT EXPERT INVESTI- 
' GATING WALNUT BLIGHT. 
The Cabbage Rot, Tubérculosis of Olive 
Tree, Grape Vine Malady and Destruc- 
tive Hyacinth Disease Also Coming in 
for His Attention. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 2%4.—[From The

intéresting work carried on to the 
benefit of lecal agricultural interests, 
is that of Prof. Newton PB. Pierce in 
this city. The labor of Prof. Pierce, 
who is the government pathologist for 
the Pacific Coast, is under the general 
gupervision of the Bureau of Plant 
Disease Investigation of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. A 
great deal of time has been spent re- 
cently by the professor in the study 
of the walnut blight and the tuber- 
culosis of the olive and grape- 
vine disease. In addition to these he 
fs also investigating the brown and 
Diack rot of the cabbage, the sweet- 
corn blight and the destructive hya- 
cinth disease. With the exception of 
the California ving disease, these are 
all known to be bacteria) blights.

purposes has been found to be a com- 
bination of a Chinese sea weed, called 
agar, and granulated potato, mixed 
with peptone, extract of malt and dis- 
tilled water.

Electric Printing. 

An account of the process of electro- 
lytic printing devised by Mr. Friese- 
Greene, which recentiy appeared in 
London Engineering, tells us that the 
object of the inventor is the super- 
session of printing ink with its ac- 
company! complications. The same 
presses and type can be used as here- 
tofore, but, instead of inking the type, 
the latter is connected to the negative 
line of some source of electricity. The 
paper used is impregnated with sult- 
able chemicals, while the pressure ro!!- 
ers are connected to the positive line.

Of course, silver nitrate, though con- 
venient for experimental work, is un- 
sultable for practical use, since a pa- 
per impregnated with this salt turns 
black on exposure to light. The chem- 
icals originally «s for use in 
the industrial development of this 
scheme Were a mixture of manganese 
sulphate and nitrate of soda, both of 


which are very cheat, This yle 
an impression of a very dark b 
which tends to become biacker with 
age. Other ealts bave, however, been 
discovered which give ectly black 
prints, the impression, it is stated, be- 
a sharper than can be obtained with 
ink. The rate of production is very 
great, the ex ments going to show 
that some 36, impressions per hour 
are quite feasible, and it is possible to 
print on both sides of the paper, which 
is, of course, esrential if the process 
is to compete with the older methods. 
By evitably selecting the impregnat. 
ing salts, printe can be obtained in a 
of color. It has further 

suggested that the method might 
be applicable to the typewriter, the Ink- 
ing ribbon being done away with, and 
the prepared paper used in conjunction 
with metallic ty connected to the 
negative main of an electric-lighting 
circuit.

Turin; in Sweden, Stockholm and 
Maimé, and in Belgium, Brussels.

New Enela Cotton Manufacturers’
